1834  Proof 
"Restrike" 
Half  Dollar

A  most  interesting  bust  half  dollar  has  been  uncovered  by  a  collector 
in  Kansas,  who  sent  it  in  to  us  for  authentication.  It  is  one  of  the  so- 
called  Proof  "restrikes''  listed  in  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  United  States 
and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  page  257.  The  coin  is  also  pictured  and 
discussed  in  the  Newman-Bressett  book  The  Fantastic  1804  Dollar  This 
particular  piece  is  slightly  circulated,  perhaps  grading  AU-50  on  the 
ANA  scale,  but  has  abundant  Proof  surface  in  the  protected  areas,  in¬ 
cluding  between  the  shield  stripes  on  the  reverse.  Examination  of  the 
lettering,  device  details,  etc.,  shows  it  was  given  multiple  blows  in  a 
heavy  press  to  bring  up  considerably  more  detail  than  on  normal 
business  strike  half  dollars  of  this  era.  In  addition  the  edges  are  squared 
with  the  usual  edge  lettering  crushed  to  near  invisibility  in  places.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  piece  was  deliberately  struck  as  a  Proof  on  a  screw 
press  in  a  close  collar  after  the  planchet  had  been  lettered  using  an  old 
Castaing  machine.  Expansion  of  the  blank  during  striking  against  the 
collar  flattened  the  edge,  partially  obliterating  the  lettering  (note  that 
regular  half  dollars  of  this  period  were  also  lettered  before  striking,  but 
were  struck  without  a  collar,  allowing  the  blank  to  expand  freely).  This 
particular  piece  can  be  identified  by  a  scratch  below  34  in  date  and  a 
rim  dent  over  TA  in  STATES. 

Examination  of  the  dies  leads  to  some  interesting  conclusions.  The 
obverse  die  is  the  small  date  type  with  the  head  of  1833.  This  die  does 
not  exactly  match  any  listed  in  Overton.  More  importantly,  it  has  beads 
inside  a  plain  raised  "lip"  or  rim,  completely  unlike  the  elongated  den¬ 
ticles  seen  on  all  regular  production  run  1834  half  dollars.  These  rim 
characteristics  did  not  appear  on  half  dollars  until  late  in  1836,  proving 
that  this  piece  is  a  restrike,  in  the  sense  that  it  was  struck  after  the  date 
on  the  coin.  Either  an  original,  unused  1834  obverse  die  was  available  in 
1836  and  was  altered  at  the  rims,  or  a  completely  new  1834  obverse  was 
made  up  in  1836  using  available  hubs  and  punches.  We  lean  toward  the 
first  possibility  in  view  of  the  head  of  1833. 

The  reverse  die  is  the  same  as  that  on  1836  0-106  (small  letters  in 
legend,  large  50c,  tiny  spine  at  end  of  stem,  extension  to  right  foot  of  A 
in  STATES,  nearly  all  lines  in  stripes  extend  up  to  second  crossbar,  two 
lines  in  fifth  stripe  extend  down  to  nearly  claw,  etc  ).  This  die  is  unique 
in  that  it  was  used  on  both  regular  1836  half  dollars  (both  Proofs  and 
business  strikes)  and  it  is  the  only  1836  reverse  with  a  beaded  border  in¬ 
stead  of  a  dentilated  one.  This  same  reverse  later  developed  die  cracks 
on  the  business  strikes.  Since  the  Proof  1834  half  dollar  does  not  have 
these  cracks,  we  know  it  was  struck  before  the  last  of  the  lettered  edge 
1836  half  dollars,  i.e.,  before  November  8,  1836. 

Proof  half  dollars  of  the  same  type  (i.e.,  with  crushed  edge  lettering) 
are  known  dated  1833,  1834,  and  1835.  All  use  the  same  reverse  die 
described  above.  In  addition,  as  noted  above,  a  regular  Proof  1836  half 


with  normal  edge  lettering  exists  of  variety  0-106,  and  also  a  Proof 
piece  of  0-106  with  crushed  edge  lettering  has  been  reported  (see  Lot 
533  of  the  Davis-Graves  sale,  Stack's,  1954).  There  seems  little  question 
that  all  of  these  were  struck  at  the  same  time,  and  probably  on  the  same 
day,  within  minutes  of  one  another,  but  for  what  purpose?  They  were 
not  made  for  the  Proof  sets  of  the  day,  as  the  famous  King  of  Siam 
cased  set  (the  one  with  the  1804  dollar  and  eagle)  has  an  1834  Proof  half 
dollar  from  different  dies  with  a  large  date. 

We  believe  that  all  of  these  crushed  edge  Proofs  were  struck  to  il¬ 
lustrate  William  Kneass'  changes  in  the  rim  design  of  the  half  dollar, 
from  the  old-style  elongated  denticles  to  the  new-style  border  beads 
with  raised  rims.  Kneass  was  evidently  preparing  to  strike  bust  half 
dollars  in  a  close  collar  with  a  reeded  edge  The  same  changes  were 
made  in  1829  on  the  half  dime  and  dime,  and  in  1831  on  the  new  design 
quarters.  The  delay  in  implementing  these  improvements  on  the  half 
dollar  can  be  ascribed  to  the  large  production  requirements  of  this 
denomination,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  larger  diameter  called  for 
heavier  presses  than  the  ones  available  and  also  led  to  more  problems 
involving  the  collars  than  on  the  smaller  denominations.  As  it  turned 
out  half  dollars  of  this  design  were  never  struck  with  a  reeded  edge,  but 
instead  new  designs  were  made  by  Christian  Gobrecht  and  these  were 
struck  with  a  newly-acquired  steam  press  and  at  a  lighter  weight  (an¬ 
ticipating  the  Act  of  1837),  beginning  in  November  of  1836  We  believe 
the  existence  of  the  reverse  die  0-106  and  its  use  on  several  Proof  half 
dollars  struck  in  a  close  collar  indicates  there  was  at  least  a  thought  of 
retaining  the  old  design  style  after  the  implementation  of  the  close, 
reeded  edge  collar.  It  is  known  that  when  these  improvements  were 
made  on  the  other  denominations  in  the  1829-32  period,  Kneass  made 
minor  changes  in  the  dies  as  well,  sharpening  them  up,  and  changing 
various  details  in  the  hair  curls.  The  intent  could  have  been  the  same 
here,  but  for  some  reason  the  job  of  touching  up  the  dies  fell  to  Chris¬ 
tian  Gobrecht,  who  completely  reworked  the  design 

Other  than  this,  no  correspondence  is  known  explaining  why  obverse 
dies  of  1833-35  were  used  to  strike  half  dollars  late  in  1836  or  why  the 
edge  collar  used  was  plain  and  not  reeded.  There  is  no  evidence  sug¬ 
gesting  that  these  were  produced  solely  to  sell  to  collectors  at  a  profit, 
as  did  happen  with  many  other  productions  of  this  kind  There  is  no 
documentation  available  showing  who  received  these  half  dollars.  As 
mentioned  above,  they  were  not  struck  for  presentation  purposes  as 
they  did  not  appear  in  the  few  Proof  sets  of  the  day.  All  we  know  about 
these  coins  is  that  they  were  definitely  struck  in  1836  inside  the  mint 
from  original  dies.

Rettrike'  Half  Dollar  Continue 

Evidently  a  very  small  number  of  each  date  1833-36  of  this  crushed 
edge  type  were  struck  in  Proof,  probably  a  half  dozen  or  less  Breen  lists 
3  or  4  each  of  the  1833  and  1835,  and  at  least  5  known  of  the  1834 
However  two  of  the  5  listings  are  from  the  Davis-Craves  sale.  Lots  527, 
528  In  the  catalogue  of  this  sale,  these  coins  are  listed  simply  as  Proofs 
with  no  photos  and  no  description  of  the  edge  characteristics  We  note 
that  there  are  several  other  coins  listed  in  this  catalogue  as  Proofs 
which  clearly  are  not  Presumably  Breen  examined  these  two  pieces  in 
1954,  but  both  listings  are  still  suspect,  as  Breen  lists  Lot  528  under  the 
regular  1834  half  dollar  Proofs  with  a  large  date  (page  60  of  his  book) 
Of  the  crushed  edge  1836  Proofs,  the  only  one  known  is  Davis-Craves, 
Lot  533  with  the  catalogue  description  “edges  are  squared,  and  almost 
obliterate  the  lettering";  this  seems  specific  enough,  but  again  there  is 
no  illustration  provided  This  latter  piece  has  claims  to  pattern  status, 
as  it  illustrates  the  transition  between  the  old  lettered  edge  Reich 
design,  and  the  new  reeded  edge  Cobrecht  halves  struck  in  a  close  col¬ 
lar 


Summing  all  of  this  up,  it  seems  to  us  that  these  1833-35  Proofs  were 
struck  from  original  dies,  unused,  but  still  available  in  the  Engraving 
Department  in  1836,  with  the  reverse  die  specially  prepared,  as  was  the 
plain  close  collar  The  planchets  used  were  the  regular  lettered  edge 
type,  then  being  used  to  strike  the  production  run  1836  halves  After  a 
few  Proofs  of  each  date  were  struck,  the  reverse  die  was  turned  over  to 
the  Coiner  and  used  on  thousands  of  regular  lettered  edge  half 
dollars  The  piece  illustrated  here  shows  that  at  least  one  of  these 
"pattern-fantasy  coins-restrikes”  (take  your  pick)  escaped  into  circula 
tion  and  passed  as  a  regular  1834  half  dollar  (are  there  any  more  out 
there?) 

We  have  long  felt  the  1833-36  period  to  be  among  the  most  in¬ 
teresting  in  U  S  Mint  history  with  dies  of  all  denominations  used  in 
almost  random  order,  and  scores  of  restrikes  and  illogical  mules  Much 
of  this  confusion  resulted  from  the  move  of  the  Mint  to  larger  quarters 
in  1833  As  much  as  half  of  the  total  coinage  of  the  Mint  in  the  period 
1833-35  was  struck  from  dies  bearing  a  different  date  from  the  year  of 
striking!  The  present  1834  half  dollar  is  another  illustration  of  this 
highly  experimental  and  much  troubled  period

Early  Issues

1652  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  Pine  Tree  shilling.  Large  size.  Noe-5. 
Uncirculated,  mint  lustre,  dipped  or  lightly  cleaned,  retoned  irides¬ 
cent  and  light  lavender  Flan  slightly  buckled,  as  made,  light  clip  af¬ 
fecting  tops  of  TS,  letters  heavily  drawn  to  edge  (from  radial  expan¬ 
sion  of  blank  during  striking)  at  top  obverse  Late  state  of  reverse  die 
with  flaws  left  of  date  and  XII  and  above  6  Very  rare  and  no  dis¬ 
tinctly  finer  ones  known  to  us.  9950.00 

Note  Massachusetts  silver  coins  were  not  only  popular  within  the 
Bay  Colony  but  also  circulated  extensively  in  the  West  Indies.  Cer¬ 
tain  of  the  islands  passed  acts  making  them  legal  tender.  In  addition 
the  coins  were  widely  exported  to  other  American  colonies.  In  1662 
an  order  was  passed  by  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  forbidding 
anyone  to  take  the  colonial  money  out  of  Massachusetts  Travelers 
were  searched  at  seaports  and  those  found  with  pine  tree  shillings 
and  other  coins  were  punished  by  having  all  of  their  personal  proper¬ 
ty  confiscated' 


St  Patrick's  halfpenny.  FLOREAT/*REX,  with  14  strings  in  harp 
Vlack  1-B  Reeded  edge  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine  or  better,  medium 
brown,  old  planchet  roughness  obscures  some  of  the  detail  near  the 
rims  Brass  plug  inserted  low,  only  partly  overlapping  the  crown. 
Rare  denomination  and  seldom  offered  even  in  full  Good!  495  00 

Note:  Believed  to  have  been  struck  by  Nicolas  Briot,  an  engraver 
to  the  Royal  Mint  during  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  between  1635  (the 
date  of  Briot's  appointment  to  the  mint)  and  1646  (the  date  of  his 
death).  Obverse  with  praying  King  David,  but  according  to  Taxay,  the 
portrait  is  identical  to  that  of  Charles  I  on  a  pattern  silver  halfpenny 
by  Briot.  The  legend  FLOREAT  REX  (may  the  King  prosper)  shows 
they  are  Royalist;  the  St.  Patrick  reverse  is  obviously  aimed  at  Irish 
Catholics.  The  shield  with  its  three  castles  is  none  other  than  the  arms 
of  the  city  of  Dublin,  and  the  harp  has  been  the  symbol  of  Ireland 
since  Henry  VIII.  The  brass  plug  also  appears  on  the  farthings  of 
Charles  I  (1635),  possibly  for  the  purpose  of  discouraging  forgeries. 
The  snakes  may  be  a  symbol  tor  Protestants,  or  more  specifically,  the 
English,  which  were  driven  out  of  Ireland  during  a  revolt  in  1641  in 
which  at  least  5,000  Englishmen  were  reported  killed

church  larger  than  normal,  as  on  last,  and  a  heavy  die  break  down 
from  out  stretched  hand  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine  or  better,  and  this 
would  be  a  real  prize,  but  there  is  a  fairly  serious  planchet  flaw  near

James  II  riding  to  right;  coat  of 
arms.  Newman  4-E,  these  dies  used  both  on  the  originals  and 
restrikes  of  1828,  though  not  many  of  the  latter.  Uncirculated,  strict¬ 
ly  unworn,  but  with  heavy  patches  of  corrosion  in  places  from  reac¬ 
tion  of  the  tin  metal  to  low  temperatures.  Medium  gray  otherwise

1787  Immunis  Columbia  cent.  Dies  by  James  F  Atlee,  obviously  copied 
directly  from  the  similar  1786  Immunis  cent  with  eagle  reverse,  but 
purpose  of  the  1787  unknown  Very  Fine,  dark  smooth  steel,  right 
side  of  seated  figure  weak  from  die  failure,  otherwise  sharp  All  in¬ 
scriptions  and  date  fully  visible  on  the  flan  Even  more  unusual  is 
part  of  the  dentilated  borders  showing  on  either  side.  The  planchet 
isabsolutely  perfect,  though  there  are  some  faint  scratches  around 
the  date  area  First  order  gets  it  at  975  00 

Note.  Known  to  be  an  Atlee  product  from  the  broken  A  punch,  the 
same  one  found  on  the  Rahway  New  lersey  cents.  In  addition  the 
planchet  fabric  for  these  (small  thick  flans,  often  with  various  pits 
and  other  defects)  are  very  much  like  those  in  use  at  the  Rahway  Mint 
in  the  Spring  of  1787.  However  several  are  known  struck  over  New 
lersey  cents,  and  Edgar  Adams  wrote  of  one  with  an  ornamented 
edge,  suggesting  an  overstrike  on  some  foreign  coins  Perhaps  these 
were  first  struck  at  Rahway  in  the  Spring  of  1787,  then  the  dies 
perhaps  taken  to  Machin's  Mills  along  with  Atlee  himself  and  more 
struck  there.

1785  VERMONTS  Ryder-2  Fine  overall,  central  reverse  more  like  VF, 
mostly  smooth  light  brown,  weak  around  reverse  rim  at  QUARTA,  a 
combination  of  die  failure  and  a  planchet  defect  obscures  most  of 
the  date,  plow  weak  as  always.  Far  above  average  for  these  325  00 


1787  Ryder-13,  the  BRITANNIA  reverse.  Very  Fine,  dark  steel  with  the 

reverse  weak  as  always.  Enough  of  the  letters  of  BRITANNIA  can  be 
made  out  to  attribute  the  reverse  die  as  one  occurring  on  Machin's 
Mills  counterfeit  halfpennies  (Vlack  reverse  87C)  Highly  interesting 
piece . 225.00 

1788  Ryder-16  VG,  dark  smooth  brown  and  really  attractive  with  the 

surfaces  suggesting  a  much  higher  grade  Reverse  much  weaker,  as 
always,  especially  in  the  center  195  00

Note:  Dies  by  loseph  Callender,  struck  from  October  1 787,  well  in¬ 
to  1788  The  mintage  figures  for  the  Massachusetts  copper  coins  are 
not  recorded  by  date  and  denomination,  but  the  total  output  can  be 
estimated  from  the  expense  accounts  of  the  mintmaster  (see  Crosby, 
page  269).  Total  number  of  coins  struck  reached  a  face  value  of  about 
$3460,  in  three  deliveries,  by  far  the  largest  occurring  in  Aug.,  1788 
The  coins  went  to  the  State  Treasury  but  sat  there  until  mid-year, 
1790  A  resolution  of  )une  10,  1790  directed  that  the  Treasurer  was  to 
pay  out  the  coins  in  discharge  of  debts  at  the  rate  of  108  cents  per  6 
shillings  of  lawful  money.  If  an  equal  number  of  cents  and  half  cents 
were  struck,  the  above  figures  would  yield  about  230,500  for  each 
denomination.  However  from  the  known  number  of  dies,  it  is  a  cer¬ 
tainty  that  many  more  cents  were  struck  than  half  cents,  so  the  total 
number  would  be  much  smaller.  It  is  our  experience  that  in  worn  con¬ 
dition  the  cents  are  much  more  common  than  the  half  cents,  but  in 
grades  above  VF  the  reverse  is  true.  Close  to  Mint  State,  the  cents  are 
many  times  rarer  than  the  half  cents,  the  latter  evidently  not  cir¬ 
culating  as  extensively.

New  Jersey 

We  offer  an  interesting  selection  of  New  Jersey  cents,  attributed  to 
Maris.  These  all  feature  a  horse  head,  usually  facing  right,  with  a  plow 
below,  both  symbolizing  the  rich  farmlands  of  the  state  (at  least  in  the 
days  before  industrialization,  but  much  of  the  southern  part  of  the  state 
is  still  farmland).  The  reverse  design,  a  shield  with  the  legend  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM  is  directly  copied  from  a  pattern  die  made  by  Wyon 
of  Birmingham  in  1786  and  originally  intended  for  use  on  coppers  pro¬ 
duced  for  the  Confederation  by  contract.  This  die  is  believed  to  have- 
arrived  in  this  country  via  Walter  Mould,  an  English  immigrant  who  was 
one  of  the  coiners  of  the  New  Jersey  cents  at  Morristown.  The  Wyon  die 
was  actually  used  on  a  few  Jerseys,  but  most  feature  crude  copies  of  it. 
The  legend  NOVA  CAESAREA  is  the  Latinization  of  New  Jersey,  which 
was  named  after  the  Isle  of  Jersey,  which  in  turn  was  originally  called 
the  Isle  of  Caesar  or  Caesar's  Isle,  later  contracted  to  Jer  Is.  The  original 
land  grant  for  what  is  now  New  Jersey  was  issued  to  Sir  George  Carteret, 
who  was  born  on  the  Isle  of  Jersey  and  who  had  defended  the  island 
from  Cromwell's  forces  during  the  English  Civil  War.  It  is  believed  that 
the  land  grant  was  based  on  an  old  Dutch  map  which  had  a  nonexistent 
river  connecting  the  Hudson  with  the  Delaware.  This  river,  if  it  had 
existed,  would  have  technically  made  the  penninsula  into  an  island  and 
thus  help  to  explain  why  it  was  named  after  an  English  island.

Breen  states  that  local  legend  has  it  that  Hatfield 
was  assisted  by  a  "colored  man"  who  performed  the  heavy  labor,  and 
that  this  slave  stole  blank  planchets  from  Ogden's  barn  (the 
Elizabethtown  "Mint")  and  that  Hatfield  made  crude,  handcut  dies, 
copying  Maris  46-e  and  struck  a  quantity  of  coppers.  Note  the  long, 
serpent-like  neck,  and  the  amateurish  spacing  of  the  legend  on  the 
obverse.  NOVA  and  CAESAR  are  very  widely  spaced,  but  the 
engraver  ran  out  of  room  and  crowded  the  final  EA  much  closer 
together.  Note  also  the  large  reverse  stars  not  seen  on  any  other  varie¬ 
ty.  The  variety  is  only  scarce  in  the  lower  grades  but  is  difficult  to 
find  much  better  than  Fine,  especially  when  smooth.  We  have 
records  of  at  least  seven  EF's  around,  including  the  above  mentioned 
Carrett  piece,  another  EF  in  our  January,  1981  sale,  a  third  EF  in  the 
Kissner  Sale  (Lot  143)  as  well  as  the  New  Netherlands  60th  sale  piece. 
Lot  387,  also  EF.  Supposedly  there  is  an  Unc.  in  the  Anton  Collection, 
which  we  haven't  seen. 

1787  Maris  55-m,  the  so-called  PLURIBSS  variety  R-4  VC,  sharpness  of 
Fine,  but  on  a  striated,  somewhat  rough  planchet.  Second  U  in 
PLURIBUS  cut  over  an  erroneous  S;  this  was  almost  another 
PLURIBS  error,  but  the  mistake  was  corrected  in  time  95  00

Note:  The  three  Camel  heads,  Maris  obverses  56,  57,  58,  all  paired 
with  reverse  n  were  struck  at  Machin's  Mills  in  Newburgh,  N.Y.  from 
dies  made  using  old  Jarvis  &  Co.  letter  punches  after  Machin  bought 
out  the  Jarvis  Connecticut  operation.  The  dies  are  punch-linked  to 
many  of  the  1788  draped  bust  Connecticuts,  but  are  believed  to  have 
been  struck  after  these,  as  all  are  overstrikes  on  other  coins.  These 
have  been  seen  over  1787  Connecticuts,  various  counterfeit  British 
halfpence,  Nova  Eboracs,  bust  type  Vermont  coppers  (Ryder-13,  25, 
among  others),  and  even  one  over  a  George  Clinton  centfF.C.C.  Boyd 
Collection). 

The  reason  for  all  of  this  overstriking  can  be  traced  to  the  New 
York  City  copper  panic  of  1 789,  which  rapidly  spread  elsewhere.  Cop¬ 
per  coins  suddenly  ceased  to  circulate  at  full  value,  due  to  huge  im¬ 
ports  from  other  states.  By  the  end  of  July,  coppers  were  passing  at 
only  0.21  cents  each  (less  than  half  their  former  value).  But  because 
New  Jersey  coppers  were  accepted  by  the  State  as  payment  for  taxes 
at  the  rate  of  15  per  shilling,  the  Jersey  coppers  were  going  for  0.52 
cents  each  as  late  as  September,  a  huge  premium  over  halfpence, 
Connecticuts,  and  other  state  coppers.  Thus  speculators  could  make 
a  good  profit  by  buying  in  quantities  of  miscellaneous  coppers  at 
depressed  prices,  fabricating  New  Jersey  dies,  and  using  them  to 
overstrike  the  other  coppers.  This  enterprise  suddenly  collapsed  in 
1790  when  the  legal  tender  status  of  the  Jerseys  was  revoked.  This 
finally  put  an  end  to  the  Machin  enterprise.

Note:  Struck  in  New  York  City,  January  to  April  1788,  by  John 
Bailey,  who  also  produced  the  NOVA  EBORAC  coppers.  Dies  by 
Bailey  and  possibly  also  Ephraim  Brasher.  Note  the  asymmetrical 
quatrefoil  punch  used  on  both  sides  of  this  piece  appears  to  match 
the  one  used  on  the  Nova  Eborac's  and  also  the  Brasher  Doubloon. 
Note  also  the  break  at  the  rim  at  first  quatrefoil  and  downward  is 
amazingly  like  the  well-known  rim  break  seen  on  the  Nova  Eboracs. 
These  must  have  been  produced  as  counterfeits  in  order  to  profit 
from  the  premium  on  Jersey  cents,  but  Bailey  added  some  touches  of 
his  own  not  seen  on  any  other  Jersey  varieties.  First  there  is  the 
quatrefoil  punctuation,  also  the  fancy  sprigs  at  the  shield,  and  an 
unidentified  small  animal  running  near  the  reverse  border  at  8:00. 
This  was  called  a  dog  in  the  1860s  and  referred  to  as  a  mintmark; 
Maris  called  it  a  fox,  and  Walter  Breen  says  it  is  really  a  running 
horse.

Note:  63,000  reported  as  struck  with  an  unknown  additional  total 
from  the  1826  deliveries.  First  half  cent  struck  since  1811  when  this 
denomination  was  suspended,  first  due  to  lack  of  planchets,  then  to 
lack  of  demand  and  simple  inertia.  According  to  Breen,  mint  records 
show  that  half  cent  production  was  ordered  to  start  again  only 
because  Jonathon  Elliott  &  Co.  of  Baltimore  specifically  ordered  a 
quantity  for  some  unknown  reason.  Half  cents  of  1825  and  1826  cir¬ 
culated  widely,  and  there  have  never  been  any  hoards  of  these  two 
dates,  which  explains  their  rarity  in  Uncirculated.  By  1828  however, 
production  exceeded  demand  by  a  considerable  amount  and  the 
mint  began  having  trouble  distributing  its  struck  half  cents,  the 
reason  for  another  suspension  of  this  denomination  in  1836.

on  the  obverse,  to  paraphrase  Mr  Snowden.  The  dies  were  made  in 
1859  and  used  to  strike  several  hundred  transitional  mules  of  the 
1859  half  dime  and  a  couple  dozen  of  the  dime,  these  are  the  "coins 
without  a  country"  listed  in  the  Guidebook  The  removal  of  the 
legend  around  the  reverse  border  allowed  more  metal  to  flow  into  the 
obverse  rim,  and  the  dentilation  pattern  was  also  changed  and  con¬ 
siderably  sharpened  up.  The  legend  now  had  to  be  placed  on  the 
obverse,  with  the  result  that  the  13  stars  had  to  be  removed,  the  first 
halt  dime  to  lack  this  feature.  The  new  wreath  reverse  was  en¬ 
thusiastically  backed  by  Mr.  Snowden  for  use  on  the  quarter  and  half 
dollar  also,  but  this  never  got  past  the  pattern  stages  and  the  old  style 
eagle  was  retained  until  1891.

obverse  die  soon  followed  and  the  small  date  type  (with  date  figures

Walter  Breen.  Both  denominations  have  been  intensely  popular  for 
decades  as  distinctive  type  coins,  due  to  the  resemblance  to  the 
famous  Cobrecht  dollars.  They  are  only  moderately  scarce  in  cleaned 
or  dipped  Uncirculated  condition  as  many  must  have  been  saved  at 
the  time  of  issue  as  samples  of  this  radically  new  design,  but  constant 
demand  from  type  collectors  has  kept  prices  high,  since  the  only 
other  date  of  this  type,  the  1838-0,  is  unobtainable  except  well-worn. 
Therefore  the  design  is  effectively  a  one-year  type.  Stars  were  added 
to  the  dies  the  following  year  by  hand,  the  original  1837  central  hubs 
remaining  in  use  until  1840.  The  1838  dies  for  the  New  Orleans  coins 
were  undoubtedly  made  in  late  1837  and  shipped  to  the  Branch  Mint 
before  the  decision  to  add  stars  to  the  design.  Since  as  mentioned 
above,  the  stars  were  added  by  hand,  any  other  starless  1838  dies  on 
hand  at  Philadelphia  would  have  had  stars  added  before  use.

They  were 
not  released  until  the  end  of  each  calendar  year;  many  were  prompt¬ 
ly  snapped  up  by  coin  collectors  of  the  day  and  few  ever  reached 
circulation.  Even  soon  after  issue  they  commanded  double  face 
value  in  the  numismatic  market.  The  low  mintages  were  due  to  the 
demands  on  the  mint  for  silver  dollars;  the  fact  that  they  were  struck 
at  all  was  due  to  requirement  that  they  be  placed  in  Proof  sets,  since 
the  denominations  were  still  on  the  books  as  current.  This 
necessitated  the  making  of  dies.  From  various  letters  of  James  Kim¬ 
ball,  it  appears  quite  likely  that  the  business  strikes  were  produced 
solely  to  stem  speculation  in  what  would  otherwise  be  Proof-only 
dates.  But  examination  of  the  numismatic  market  of  the  day  shows 
that  this  policy  was  not  completely  successful.  Until  a  few  years 
ago,  prices  on  business  strikes  of  these  coins  were  held  below  the 
prices  of  the  corresponding,  but  much  commoner  Proofs.  Today  the 
business  strikes  are  in  demand  by  knowledgeable  collectors  and 
they  command  double  or  more  the  price  of  a  Proof.  Most  of  the 
business  strikes  are  prooflike,  and  often  closely  resemble  Proofs. 
The  most  desirable  of  the  business  strikes  are  those  with  completely 
frosty  surfaces;  some  of  these  dates  are  virtually  unknown  so.
